Nicklaus Doesn’t Put Stamp Of 
Greatness On Golf Tournament

F1NEHURST, N.C. (AP) — 
Jack Nicklaus had just picked 
up his sixth title of the season, 
a personal high, and had 
pushed his year’s earnings to 
new record proportions of 
$280,482.16 but he wasn’t about 
to put the stamp of greatness 
on the tournament that made it 
possible—he U.S. Professional 
Match Play Championship. 
It is the fondest hope of the 
sponsors and founders to make 
the event one of pro golfs ma­ 
jor tournaments, to elevate it to 
the status of the current Big 
Four — the U. S. and British 
Opens, the Masters and PGA. 
“It can’t be a major tourna­ 
ment under this format,” Nick­ 
laus said Sunday after dis­ 
posing of Frank Beard 2-and-l 
in the final match and claiming 
the $40,000 first-place prize. 
*(We only have 1.6 players in 
the finals. The format was set 
up to accomodate television. It 
cen’t be a major tournament 
unless you have more players 
than that competing.” 
The new complicated and 
confusing format was devised 
after all the game’s great 
names—Nicklaus, Arnold Palm­ 
er, Gary Player—were elimi­ 
nated prior to the televised 
weekend matches in last year’s 
inaugural Match Flay Cham­ 
pionship. 
So this season it was set up 


differently to assure that the 
top players would be playing on 
the weekend—when the match­ 
es are televised. 
Eight players were given ex­ 
empt status. They included the 
defending champion and the 
seven leaders off last year’s 
point list. 
Eight more came out of the 
$100,000 Liggett 6c Myers Open, 
a regular stroke-play event 
which was played Thursday 
through Sunday on the same 6,- 
988 yard, par 72 Country Club 
of North Carolina Course. The 
eight leaders after 36 holes in 
that tournament joined, the 
eight exempt players in the 
match play. 
Two rounds of match play 
were run off both Saturday and 
Sunday, sandwiched around the 
third and fourth rounds of the L 
& M. 
It was billed as pro golf’s first 
doubleheader, but the very 
heavy emphasis was on the 
match play. In fact, national 
television coverage broke away 
shortly after Nicklaus had beat­ 
en Beard and before Lou Gra­ 
ham, Hale Irwin, Larry Zeigler 
and Australian David Graham 
even began a four-man, three- 
bole sudden death playoff. A 
gallery of only about a dozen 
followed 'the four men in the 
playoff.

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Kentucky Bans Movement Of Hogs 
In Effort To Halt Swine Cholera 


FRANKFORT, 
Ky. 
(AP)— 
State officials have clamped a 
prohibition on all movement of 
feeder and slaughter hogs in 
Kentucky, starting today, in an 
effort to deal with a hog cho­ 
lera outbreak that started in 
Kentucky last week and has 
spread to Ohio. 
The ban on movement of feed­ 
er pigs will last for 30 days, 
while that on slaughter pigs is 
effective for two weeks. Both 
were effective at midnight Sun­ 
day. 
Meanwhile Sunday an official 
of the Ohio Department of Agri­ 
culture said one case of hog 
cholera had been confirmed in 
Greene County, Ohio, and said 
the infected hog was part of an 
interstate shipment that origi­ 
nated In Central Kentucky. Of­ 
ficials in that state said 248 
hogs 
at 
the 
site 
would 
be 
slaughtered today. 
The announcement of the ban 
on hog movement in Kentucky, 
made 
by 
State 
Veterinarian 
Tom Maddox Saturday, drew 
some strong protest from rep­ 
resentatives of stockyards and 
packing plants who attended a 
meeting Saturday at which the 
announcement was made. 
Officials told the hog business 
representatives 
they 
were 
aware of the economic impact 
but said restrictions are better 
now than later when the out­ 
break could get out of control. 
As of Saturday 1,550 hogs in 
Kentucky had been destroyed 
because of the outbreak, for

The outbreak of the disease, 
which is fatal to hogs although 
humans cannot contract it, was 
first reported on a farm in 
Breckinridge County.

Two cases 
were confirmed over the week­ 
end, they said today.

inarian with the extension serv­ 
ice at Purdue University, said 
Indiana had been declared hog 
cholera free since last May, 
and the current outbreak, would, 
not change the status unless the 
spread occurs from the present 
farms.

Barnes, 
veter­ 
inarian in charge of the Animal 
and 
Plant 
Health 
Inspection 
Service of the U.S. Department 
of Agriculture here, said the 
farms were in Monon and Big 
Creek townships in White Coun­ 
ty. The farms affected were not 
identified. 
The source of the outbreak 
appears to be a shipment Aug. 
10 of about 140 feeder pigs from 
a feeder pig market at Horse 
Cave, Ky., according to Dr. 
Davis 
Smith, 
state 
veter­ 
inarian. 
The officials said hog cholera 
had been confirmed in both 
Ohio and Kentucky, from the 
same market and the same day 
of shipment the pigs moved to 
White County. 
State and federal quarantines 
were placed in effect in all of 
Big Creek township and the 
portion of Blonon township west 
of U.S. 421 and north of Indiana 
16 in White County. 
The officials said the herds 
affected will be destroyed.
